Nation, would directly have raiſed Inſurrec- 


tions; we know, in ſome Places, they were 
only waiting for a Victory there, as their Signal 
for rifing : Fluſhed with their Succeſſes, the 
Rebels would have poured, Sword in Hand, 
into England; and, very likely, by this Time, 
we ſhould have ſeen the whole Land a Scene 


of Blood and Deſolation. 5 


3. The Conſideration of the happy Conſe- 


uences of our late Deliverance, furniſhes ano- 
ther Reaſon for our rejoicing to-day, Tho' 


we are, to be ſure, the happieſt Nation on 
Earth, and ought to think ſo, if there had 
been no ſuch Diſturbance, as we have lately 


ſeen, to make us ſenſible of it; yet we partake 


of the common Imperfection of human Na- 
ture, never to be ſo apprized of the Value of 
any Bleſſing, as when we have found ourſelves 
likely to loſe it: What abundant Reaſon then 
lia ve we to prize and rejoice in this Salvation, 
that revives in ſome Meaſure our ſinking and 
Peace, 
gives Reſt to our Nights, and frees us from 
the fad and fearful Apprehenſions we were un⸗ 


_ decaying Trade, reſtores our domeſtic 


der, when the Sons of Violence had ruſhed 


into the Heart of the Kingdom, and were 
 threatning this Capital: Let us recall, my

The Scenes of Providence, in this laſt Vear,

Deliverance ; and (like a Storm that purifies 
the Air, and makes the Trees by being ſhook 
by it bear better) may have its Benefits. The 
Storm has been terrible, but now it is happily 


» ſome Wrecks of it that may be uſeful. oi 
I be Dread which by ſome has been for- 


merly expreſſed of a Popiſh Pretender, I have 
obſerved to have been laughed at by others as a 


Phantom; and laughed at by thoſe who knew 


it was no Phantom: To lull us aſleep, while 
the Tares were ſowing, we have been faced - 


down, that we were in no Danger .from that 


Quarter; but ſurely what we have lately ſeen, 


Will ever after this excite our Caution and 
Watchfulneſss. eee 


We bad loſt a great deal of the ancient 


| Egge Senſe of the Malignity of the Popith 
Superſtition : Our People in general conſidered 


Popery 
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Popery as ſome bad Thing, but knew not 
ſufficiently what Reaſon there was for very 
tertible Apprehenſions of it: The Danger we 
have been in of its overrunning us, the bitter 


Taſte we have had of its Spirit, has led us to 


enquire more carefully into its Nature and ge- 
nuine Principles; and I hope the Effect is ſuch 
a Deteſtation of Popery, as will not wear out 
in one Age. > Fog 

I he bad and even licentious Uſe that had 
been made of a good Thing, I mean the Liberty 
of the Preſs and Converſation, had alienated 
the Minds of ſome ſuperficial Thinkers from 
the royal Family ; many baſe and contemptuous 
Things have been vented, even to the'not ſpa- 


ring Majeſty itſelf ; but ſurely the way God 


has taken to ſave us, by the direct Inſtrumen- 
tality of the Duke; ſuffering us to be repeat- 
edly diſappointed till he drew his Sword, and 
cauſing Victory immediately to follow wheres, 
ever he came, muſt ſtop the Mouth of Ca- 


lumny, and will for ever conciliate the higheſt 


Veneration and Eſteem of that Family, one 
young Hero of which, inſpired with the mar- 
tial Spirit of his royal Father, and affiſted by 

the God of Battles, in one Hour, and by one 

great Stroke, ſaved this Nation from Ruin, If 
ever we ſhould grow cool and indifferent to 
ſuch a Family, we deſerve to be forſaken both 

of God and Man; and I am ſure, the fame 
Conſideration that obliges us to honour and 
love this Family, MO us to deſpiſe the Pre-

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tender and his: Had the poor Wretch, who 


was at the Head of this Expedition, tho he 


called himſelf a Prince, had the Spirit of a 
Man, he would never, in the Day of Battle, 


have lurked in the Rear of his own Troops, 


fled on the very firſt Signal of a Retreat, and 


left his Friends to the Fury of the Sword, or 
the Juſtice of the Scaffold or Gallows ; he had 


more to get than our noble and valiant Duke,

of any Courage or Honour, he would have ta-

The Animoſities and Diviſions that low 
been of late Years among us, the unreaſonable 
Complaints that have deen made of every

and he (good Man) only came to redreſs our 
fad Grievances, and, of a ruined and miſerable, 
to make us a happy People. I hope the 
Danger we have been in, will teach us more 
Modeſty and Wiſdom, and contribute to damp 
that libertine Spirit, which was one of the 
Things by which the Pretender profeſſes him- 
ſelf to have been invited hither. The Ene- 
mies of our Country will ſoon renew their old 
Arts, but let every Engliſhman beware of being 
ſeduced by them. 
Once more; The virulent Uſage his Ma- 
jeſty has ſometimes met with, one may na- 
tutally ſuppoſe (judging of what paſſes i in an- 
other's Breaſt by what one feels in one's own) 
to have produced in his royal Mind ſome Suſ- 
icions of the Zeal and Affection of his People 
to his Perſon and Government; and, knowing 
the Uprightneſs of his own Heart and Deſigns, 
every thing of this kind muſt be very irkſome 
and grievous to him; but the Circumſtances 
we have lately been under have had this double 
good Uſe, to ſhew the Loyalty and Zeal of the 
People towards their King, and the truly pa- 
ternal Regard of our King to his People; and, 
in ſhort, to prove that both King and People s 
loved each other better than, perhaps, before 
either thought the other did: To the ever- 
laſting Mortification of the Enemies of both, 
ſuch a Spirit of Zeal and Unanimity has ap- 
| peared in the People, for the Support of his 
bay: $ Perſon and Government, as hardly 
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any Age can equal; and it ws been, returned 


on his ſide with equal Ardour of Affection, in 
that fatherly Aſſurance he has given us from | 
the Throne, that the Loyalty and Zeal of bis

&. The laſt Reafon for rejoicing i in our =_ 
Deliverance which I ſhall mention, is the Un- 
worthineſs: of the People for whom it was 
wrought out. The Ag our Unworthineſs, 
the more is the Goodneſs of God magnified in 
our Salvation, and the louder the Call we have 
for rejoicing. The Favour God has ſhewn us, 
is not for the ſake of our Righteouſneſs and the

to ſupport it, had enervated the Minds of ſome,

us; had ruined the Fortunes of others, and 
made them ready to join with any, the moſt 
deſperate, Scheme, in which they might poſ- 
ſibly retrieve and repair them; and among 
ſuch as theſe Rebellion knew it ſhould find a 
many Friends and Supporters: Our too viſible 
Indifference to all Religion gave our Enemies 
a ſtrong Preſumption, that we would venture 
very little for that we made Profeſſion of, and 


| that we would be eaſy to. admit Popery or any 


thing: And I cannot but ſay, that it is provi- 
 der:tinily happy that our Religion and civil 
Rights were ſtruck at in the fame Blow; but 
for the ſettled Connexion there is between 
theſe two, and that in this Nation they muſt 
Hive and die together, poor, I am afraid, is the 
Stand that many among us would have made 
ſuppoſing his civil Property ſecure, what does 
the Man, who has no Senſe of Religion on his 
Heart, care which Profeſſion is uppermoſt ? 
Beſides theſe natural and moral Prognoſticks 
of Danger, there was this judicial one ; If 
there is a God that judgeth in the Earth as 
ell as in the Heavens, and he has that Jea- 
| louſy for his Name and Honour, which are 
eſſential to his Nature, his permitting our Ene- 
mies to come out againſt us, and to obtain the 
Succeſs they did, was an awful Token, and 
obliged us to fear that he deſigned them as the 
Rod of his Anger and the Staff of his Indigna-. 
i Zion © Ho a PO impenitent and x 
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critical Nation : He has not e Ry" 
ſerved Extremities, but in the m1 4 F Judg- 
ment he has remembered Mercy: If any thing 
can be a Reaſon for our rejoicing; it is this, 
that God has ſaved us when we had merited 
Deſtruction, and were well nigh ripe for it. 

And this naturally leads my Thoughts to

ſhew, what Reaſon we have with our Joy o 


mix Trembling. 
I would by no means caſt a Cloud over the 


Glory of this Day. As it is a Day of Joy, that 
all continue its diſtinguiſhing Characteriſtic;

God, a great deal of Seriouſneſs becomes it 
too: Our Affections of every kind are apt to 
run into Extremes, and that of Joy as readily 
as any of the reſt; many Things may be 
thought of that without extinguiſhing our Joy 
will make it temperate and ſober, and I think 
ſuch a Mixture makes the beſt Incenſe that can 
be offered up to God on this Occaſion.
